^Global Wave op Action for Education" 

[October - November 2010] 

During the last international chat meeting [March 7 th ] of the international Student 

Movement", which was attended by activists in Sierra Leone, the U.S. of A., Italy, 

Germany, Austria, Spain, France, the Netherlands, the Philippines and Kosovo/Serbia, we 

decided to call for a „Global Wave of Action for Education". 

We suggest that this „wave" kicks off with co-ordinated protests in some regions of the 

world - such as occupations in schools across Italy, which are expected to begin in the 

middle of October. 

It is vital that information will be shared in English about all sorts of education protests 

taking place during this timeframe, especially at the beginning of „the wave". 

The flow of information can inspire education activists and groups worldwide to take 

action as well. For some groups, especially those in North America, the beginning of 

November seems to be a good time for actions [according to them]. Therefore, they [and 

others] can join „the wave" at that stage. 

The idea is, that the globally co-ordinated protests reach their peak during the week of 

the international Students' Day" [Nov. 17 th ], which is Nov.l5-21 st . 

Groups in Sierra Leone, the Philippines, Italy and Kosovo/Serbia already confirmed, that 

they will join protests during that week. 

June 9 th will also be an important part of the puzzle. 

Since education activist groups across Germany are then calling for a day of action, we 

suggest that it will also be used to co-ordinate symbolic actions around the world. 

Actions with which the public can be informed about the up-coming „Global Wave of 

Action for Education", as well as awareness spread regarding the necessity of having free 

and emancipatory education. 

Interested groups can also participate in writing a united press release with contact 

details of each group worldwide listed below. This press release can contain details on 

your local action, give an overview of actions around the world on that day and inform 

about the upcoming „global wave". 

We see this as a great opportunity to create a global network and show that we stand 
united in our struggle for free and emancipatory education, which is accessible to all. It 
has the potential to inspire and unite people worldwide, as well as help to spread 
awareness by showing that our struggle is of global nature. The long timeframe [October 
- November] gives more groups the opportunity to join and be part of this protest. 

During the chat we also began to make a list of things that need to be done within the 
coming weeks and months: 

create a united symbol; 

create a Call together [one activist already confirmed to suggest a draft] - can be 

finalized in Bochum during the „European Education Congress" [May 25-29 th ]; 

create a draft for a united press release [for June 9 th ]; 

use meetings [e.g. European Social Forum, U.S. Social Forum, „European Education 

Congress", and many more] to inform about this initiative and discuss it; 

inform as many education activists and groups worldwide as possible [all need to 

help here] and encourage them to take part in the co-ordination process; 

network on an international and global level. 

The next international chat meeting to discuss this futher will be on April 4 th [sunday] at 
4pm GMT [details to be send to the mailing list of the international Student Movement"]. In the 
meantime the forum and mailing list will be used to coordinate and communicate. 

We have all the technology. We have all the knowledge. So let's make use of it! 
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What is the „ International Student Movement"? 

The international Student Movement" [ISM] was initiated in Marburg [Germany] just 

more than a year ago [November 2008] following an international Day of Action against 

the Commercialisation of Education" on Nov.5th2008. 

It is an independent platform aiming to unite activists, groups and movements struggling 

against the increasing commercialisation, marketisation and privatisation of public 

education, as well as for free and emancipatory education, which is accessible to all. 

The platform is open to all activists identifying with these objectives and all are welcome 

to get actively involved. 

Currently the „ISM" is being administered in Arabic, Dutch, English, French, German, 

Italian, Nepalese, Spanish and Turkish.
